The total population of the 
islands is 25§.912,. an increase over 
1910 of 64.003. The Japanese num- 
bered 109.274, ar increase of 23,- 
£99: the Portuguese, 27,002, an in- 
crease of 4701; native Hawaiians, 
£3,723, a decrease of 2318; Chinese. 
£3,507, an increase of 1833; Fili- 
pinos, 21,031, an increase of 18,670. 
There are 6855 Asiatic Hawaiians. 
11,072 Caucasian Hawaiians. 660° 
Porto Ricans, 2459 Spanish and 19,- 
$66 other Caucasians, which last 
is an increase of 4841 over 
1910. 


JAPS DOMINATE. 

Senator Phelan recently asserted 
that the Hawaiian Islands were 
mainly dependent for defense upon 
a National Guard composed of Jap- 
anese. Within the last few days 
the Department of the Interior has 
issued a survey of education in the 
islands, which observes that the mo- 
mentum of increase will inevitably 
carry the Japanese race into an in- 
creasingly dominant position. It 
will not be long before Americas- 
born Japan will be a controlling 
factor in the Hawalian electorate. 

“It is clear,” says the survey, 
“that 12,216 Hawaiian-born Jap- 
anse become old enough to vote by 
1930; 22,921 will have been added 
to the list of eligibles by 1940, mak- 
ing a total during the twenty-two- 
year period of 35,137. Deducting 
13 per cent to cover possible losses 
by removal and death, there remain 
an aggregate by 1940, including 287 
now registered, of 30,857." 

HAWAIIAN ELECTORATE. 


The present Hawaiian electorate, 
says the report, ig 19,837, which is 
increasing, exciusive of Japanese, at 
the rate of 685 per year. By 1930 
it is estimated there will ‘be 28,057 
voters, exclusive of the Japanese, 
and 34,907 by 1940, while the Jap- 
anese voters ‘vill number 10,915 in 
1930 and 30,857 in 1940. 

“By 1940," says the survey, “about 
47 per cent of the erectorate may Le 
expected to be composed of voters 
of this (Japanese) race. From that 
time on their numerical superiority 
rapidly, the votere 
doubling every twenty-one years, as 
children of children enter the elec- 
torate.*

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—A mani- 
festo asserting that the “peoples of 
free Russia” cannot be bound by 
agreements concluded by the Bol- 
sheviki, and repudiating concessions 
granted to foreigners, which was 
adopted at a conference now being 
held in Paris of all Rassian demo- 
cratic elements opposed to Bolshev- 
ism, was made public here tonight 
by A. J. Sack, director of the Ras- 
sian information bureau. 

Attending the conference are for- 
mer Premier Kerensky, Millukov, 
former Minister of Foreign Affairs; 
Catherjns Breshkovskaya, “grand- 
moth of the Russian revolution,” 


and Boris A. Bakhmeteff, former 
Russian Ambassador at Washington. 
Presiding is N. D. Avksentiev, a 
leader of the party of Socialist- 
Revolutionists and Minister of the 
Interior in the. Russian provincial 
government. Attending also are 
members of the All-Russian Con- 
stituent Assembly, which convened 
in Petrograd for one day in 1918, 
before it was dispersed by the Bol- 
sheviki. 
FORCE AND BAYONETS. 


The declaration issued by the con- 
ference stated that “Russia can 
never recognize any despotism as a 
legal authority, particularily § the 
Bu lshevist tyranny, which repudiates 
the most elementary princ.ples of 
popular rule and civil liberties and 
leans only on the brute force of 
bayonets and ruthless terror.” 

It add« that “the peoples of free 
Russia cannot hold themselves 
bound to respect any agreements 
and contracts whatsoever which may 
be concluded by the Bolsheviki, sup- 

edly in the name of the Russian 

te,” and declares that the con- 
ference repudiates the binding force 
of the concessions that are being 
given away to foreigners by the 
soviet power. 

Likewise the conference set forth 
that “it considers the illegal squan- 
dering of the Russian gold reserve 
by the Bolshevist power as a loot- 
ing of the state.” 

“The dissipation of this reserve 
will undermine the very possibility 
of a speedy economic regeneration 
of Russia.” declared the manifesto. 
“The conference protests emphatical- 
ly against foreign complicity in such 
dissipation.” 

RESOLUTION ASSAILED, 
(BY A. FP. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Reso- 
lutions before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, proposing 
measures to extend American trade 
with Russia, were gssailed today by 
Senator King, Democrat, of Utah, in 
an extensive address in the Senate. 

“There is propaganda to deceive 
the American people,” said Senator 
King, denying that there were any) 
obstacies against individual Ameri- 
cans trading with Russians.

Tax of All Gasoline Scheme 
for Arizona. 


Appropriations Measure Being 
Considered. 


State Fair May be Abandoned 
for Present.

PHIOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 28.—All 
question of financing future road 
building in Arizona appears to have 
been solved in a bill introduced in 
the Legislature by Representative 
Snyder of Pima county, designed to 
raise about $1,300,000 a year by the 
simple expedient of taxing gasoline 
a cent a gallon and distillate a half 
cent. This tax is to be collected 
from dealers, under proper safe- 
| guards, and shall apply to all sales 
| to motor-driven vehicles, with sta- 
_tonaty engines exempted. Each 
dealer shall make report and re- 
mittance direct to the Secretary of 
State not later than the 15th of each 
month for the business of the pre- 
ceding month. The funds so col- 
lected shall be turned over to the 
State Treasurer, by him to be placed 
in the State road fund. 

According to State Engineer Mad- 
dock, State road work will have to 
cease very soon for lack of funds 
on all save Greenlee and Mohave 
county jobs. There is pointed out 
the danger of losing the year's na- 
tional dollar-for-dollar road appro- 
priations, With the backing of the 
engineer, a bill has been introduced 
carrying appropriations of about 
$1,000,000 to enable the department 
to match a similar amount of Fed- 
eral funds.

EMEDY FOR UNEMPLOYMENT. 

After seven years of hiding, the spec- 
ter of unemployment i¢ again stalking 
across the land. From the Federal De- 
partment of Labor comes a report that the 
army of the unemployed is already larger 
than the great Liberty Army that crossed 
the seas three years ago for the purpose 


of making the world a fit place of habita- 


tion. 

Fleets of merchant vessels are lying idle 
in almost every port of the world. The 
warehouses of this country are bulging 
with a food supply im, excess of the actual 
needs of the population. The warehouses 
of Europe are for the most part.empty, and 
many of them have been demolished for 
tvel. Millions of people are starving in 
Europe for lack of the money to purchase 
food. Millions are idie in the United 
States because there is an oversupply. The 
Labor Department estimates that one-third 
of the total number of persons employed 
im American industries a year ago are now 
idie. The number of the unemployed is 
fixed at 3,473,000. 

It will not help now to philosophize over 
the fact that most of those now idle have 
been receiving extraordinary wages for a 
number of years and should be prepared 
for a season of unemployment. The stub- 
born fact exists that the great majority of 
them lived righf up to their increased 
Wages, that their families acquired habits 
of extravagance and that their present mis- 
ery is embittered by the memory of the 
luxuries of better days. Sympathy will not 
help: 
no surcease from misery until those mil- 
lions of unemployed get back their pay en- 
velopes.

HEORIZING will not help. It {s useless 

to look to the government for relief; 
for the government is now carrying an enor- 
mous burden of debt. All surgestions that 
the government embark on vast schemes of 
public improvements are based on a lack 
of understanding of the economic laws by 
which society. and industry, in epite of 
themselves, are guverned. Spending bil- 
lions at this time on public work would 
mean adding just that many billions to the 
chormous tax loads which the people are 
now carrying. It is the taxes piled upon 
industry that have caused the withdrawal 
of millions of capital from industria! 
projects. Vexatious regulations, added to 
heavy surtaxes, have driven the dollars out 
of industry: and when the dollars -with- 
draw men can no be employed, be- 
cause the most necessary thing about em- 
ployment is the pay envelope. 

An attempt to support this army of un- 
employed by the government would have 
ro other effect than doubling the number 
of the unemployed: because the increased 
expense would render industry un- 
rrofitable. Those who have been crying 
that this country should avoid all alliances 
with the peoples of Europe, that it should 
maintain a position of proud isolation, are 
now having a fordtaste of what that isola- 
tion means. If a proper rapprochement on 
economic lines had been established two 
years ago the surplus prodncts that are 
clogging our industria! arterie<« would now 
be feeding the starving millions abroad, 
and a demand would be created which 
would give eniployment to all our willing 
oud capable workmen. 


During those > two years world has 


suffered from® q surfeit of The 
dream of a “new freedom” has brought 
credulity to the top. People have imagined 
that the world was going to be different; 


-that governments were to be able to 
“@Dolish poverty dy le 


lative enactment; 
that moral Pxpedtents would reljeve ma 
terial necessities, Experience has simply 
@emonstrated. the historical truth 
that while governments can destroy 
wealth. they are powerless to crente it. 
The best governments are those that ham- 


charity will not help; there can be - 


rer industry the least; that encourage in- . 


Gividual indugiry and do not deny te.suc- 
cess its just rewards. In the ‘nited States. 
the people hare willed that the govern- 
ment shall exercise a specia] function, that 
it shall protect the workmen and the prod- 
ucts of his labor from the cumpetition of 
ioreign peoples whose standard of living is 
far below the American standard. The 
whole experience of history prores that 
when a government tries to do everything, 
the people by whom that government must 
be supported develop an apathy which in- 
clines them to do nothing. Such a gov- 
ernment simply wastes the substance of 
the people, as has occurred in Russia; 
chaos and misery follow and the pendulum 
of progress swings backwards, perhaps a 
hundred years. ~ | 


N ORDER fo relieve the present unem- 

ployment it is mecessary, therefore, to 
have an understanding of what creates it. 
The world is not suffering from overpro- 
duction: it is rather a case of undercon- 
sumption. Two conditions exist that were 
not present before the war. The world is 
sick from supreme lassitude, caused by de- 
bility of the body ahd depression of the 
mind: and from an industria) Stagnation 
caused by a partial collapse of the finan- 
cial systems which formerly regulated in- 
ternational] trade and exchange. Puroape, to 
generalize, is without money and without 
credit. America has both; but it is in the 
position of one who discovers a gold mine 


‘on a desert island. The gold is without 


Value until he finds some one who pos- 
sesses the prime necessities of life, food and 
clothing, and is willing to accept. gold in 
exchange for them. The present unemploy- 
ment in this country, in the midst of plenty, 
reminds one of the .end of Croesus, who 
perished because a stream of molten gold 


Was poured down his throat. | 


It is to industry and not to the govern 
ment that wé must look for relief. If the 
present taxes on industry’ could be cut in 
half.and the government would repeal its 
harassing restrictions, $1,000,000,000 that is 
invested elsewhere would be returned to 
industrial projects. But, to secure mar- 
ket.for those products, it will be necessary 
to. re-establish an industrial and financial 
alilance with Europe. The Times advo- 
cated three months ago a plan for a com- 


simply a repetition of the process by which 
the banker advances to the farmer money 
for sowing and planting, taking in return a 
mortgage on the prospective crop.

bave liquid capital to make the land pro- 
éuctive, and, lacking liquid capital, he must 
have seed, horses, cattle and foodstuffs ad- 
vanced to him on credit. Giving him-a-emall 
supply of food sufficient only to keep him- | 
eelf and family for a few days is only de 
laying his rehabilitation. He must have 
enough grain, not alone for food but for 
the planting. 
Under such conditions, the help which he 
receives will depend very largely upon 
himself. If he has established a reputation 
by his business dealings before overtaken 
by a calamity of nature, if he has never 
evaded the payment of a just debt, he will 
probably succeed in getting sufficient credit 
to re-establish himself. But, if he has at- 
tempted fn the past to evade payments of 
his obligations; if he has sought to defraua 
those with whom he has had business deal- 
ings, his land will remain sterile until it is 
sold for taxes or other debts. 
IV. 
NE of the obstacles to profitable trade 
with Europe has been the uncertainty 
about what our own government would do 


im any given condition. Its wobblings and 


evasions, its total lack of industrial policy 
have caused millions of dollars to go into 
retirement until a more stable administra- 
tion should be in charge. Another obstacle 
bas been the occasional compromise with 
radicalism by some of the European gov- 
ernments. The people most in need of our 
assistance have generally been the ones 
who, by their radical demonstration, made 
such assistance impossible. Governments 
end people that talk about repudiating 
thelr present obligations are not likely to 
be regarded as geod risks for further ex- 
tensions of credit. 

We have dallied with the Puropean situ- 
ation until a crisis of unemployment is de- 
veloping in our own country.. The hour has 
struck when we must open the arteries of 
foreign trade or suffer ourselves from a 
period of industrial stagnation, with its at- 
tendant . unrest, violence and misery. 
Surely the time has arrived for closing the 
debate and getting some action. 


OS ANGELES UTILITIES. 


“The Greater Los Angeles of 1930— 


population 1,250,000.” Thig fs the slogan 
of today in this city and it is a rallying 
cry well worth while. It is one thoroughly 
expressive of the wonderful community 
spirit which has placed Los Angeles in 
tenth position among American cities and 


made her the metropolis of the Pacifié 


Coast. “Nothing can stop us!” has always 
been the expression which has typified the 
epirit of the West. As the people of Los 
Angejes have thought success, so they have 
won it. 

The tremendous growth of Los Angeles, 
however, has brought new problems, and 
the heaviest bur lens in solving these have 
fallen om the public utilities corporations 
which must serve the constantly increas- 
ing population with street car, telephone, 
gas and electric service. The city water 
department’ alone is receiving between 
1200 and 1400 orJers each month for new 
service connections, and under the direo 
tion of Chief Engineer Mulholland the de- 
partment is doing its best to secure the 
necessary labor and materials to fill these 
demands promptly. Likewise, the tele- 
phone and gas companies are strvgzilin« 
vnder mountains of new crders. while from 
every part of the eclty comes the cry for 
more street cars. 

Black headlines fn the yellow newspapers 
vill not solve these problems. The city 
and State authorities are working In close 
co-operation in an effort to find ways and 
means of improving conditions, and their 
efforts should be encouraged by the peo- 
ple of the city. Officials of the companies 
are lending every ald possible. Out of this 
co-operation will come improved service to 
all. 

The utilities companies are in the sole 
business of selling service to the people of 
Los Angeles. 
panies can sell the better pleased they will 
be.» Thus the prysperity of Los Angeles 
means the prosperity of the utilities com- 
panies. The two interests are identical. 
The days of “corporation baiting” are over, 
but the Hearst newspapers, ever desiring 
to create unrest, seem to know it not. If 
the corporations have been recreant in their 
duty to the citizens the authorities wil] find 
it out. 

The problem of today is for all—the pub- 
lic, the public utilities corporations and the 


city government—to get ready for tomor. . 


row’s popujation. The 10,000 waiting tele- 
phone orders, the officials of the telephone 
company tell the officials, will soon be 
filled. But what of the next 10,000 order«* 
What steps are being taken now to pro- 
vide gas main and street railway exten- 
sions that must come before another New 
Year’s Day has gcne by? These are the 
questions which should be considered now 
and constructive plans laid so that the. 
city’s services can keep pace with the 
growth in population. 

Los Angeles is a great American city. 
Pecking away in small-town fashion at the 
companies, at the business interests of the 
city, will not improve conditions nor will 
it help Los Angeles. For if this policy 
were to become general the word would go 
all over the country that Los Angeles was 
@ near-great city, that ft had grown up, but 
that its methods, as regards city govern- 
ment and regulation of utilities and en- 


couragement of busivess, were those befit: | 


ting a village. 

Co-operation, helpfulness, let's-get-togeth- 
er—these, and these alone, must be the 
keynotes of a policy governing the re 
lations of the city towards its public utili- 
tles and other business institutions.
